IMPORTANT WAR HISTORY. 


Bilack’s Posthumous Reply 
to Jeff Davis. 
Sept 10.—The Press 


~ to-morrow will print a seven - column 
' article giving Judge Black’s posthumous 


reply to Jeff Davis’ recent attack upon 
him. It comes in the shape of an in- 


_ terview with the great jurist by Frank 


A. Burr, of the Press staff, a personal 


friend of Judge Black, and was had just 


before the Judge was taken sick. It is 
fully authenticated, and deals with a 
most important subject. The response 
to Davis’ criticisms forms but a small 


part of the paper. Judge Black main- 
tains his former opimion in relation 
to the secessionists, and is very se- 
vere upon the acts of the ex-Confed- 
erate President and those who acted 
with him. He asserts that Davis was 
talking peace and planning war; aud 
always trying to get Buchanan to ‘yield 
to the demands of the secessionists. 
The most important part of the article 
relates to his association with Buchanan 
during the last three months of his ad- 
ministration. The differences between 
them are described. Much of the id- 
ner history that preceded is in forcible 
and entertaining words. The-import- 
ant feature of this article is Judge 
Black’s dramatic story of the Cabinet 
crisis in 1860, which is given in full. 
He defines the scope of Buchanan’s re- 
ply to South Carolina’s committee and 
why he was going to leave the Cabinet. 
His ultimatum to the President at that 
moment is given in full. His reason 
for this was that his time was at hand. 
‘Things never before published are here- 
in outlined. It tells of Buchanan’s 
position upon secession and denies 
that his letter to the South Carolina 

mmission acknowledged the right of 
the State to secede. The article places 
Judge Black in a new light before the 
country.

A Mine Horror in Dakota—Three 
Men Imprisoned and Mangled. 

Deapwoop, Sept. 10.—An extensive 
cave has occurred in the Highland 
mine. The entire south end of the 
main slope fellin, imprisoning three 
miners, named Powers, Johnson and 
Mosier. The three men were confined 


in a very narrow space by hundreds of 
tons of ore. Johnson reached the sur- 
face last evening uninjured. When the 
cave occurred he took refuge in the 
powder house drift,"from which point he 
worked his way through eighty-three 
feet of ore by the use of giant powder 
at the risk of his life from falling rock 
and suffocation. His escape was mir- 
aculous. Relief parties continued to 
work removing the ore until 4:30 this 
afternoon, when they reached the bodies 
of Mosier and Powers, both terribly 
mangled.

Jack Frost Getting in his Work im 
the Northwest. 

- Sr. Pavurt, Sept. 9.—There was a 

heavy frost last night. The reports in- 

dicate that damage is done to corn in all 

parts of the State, especially mear the 

Manitoba road and the Sioux City di- 


vision of the St. Paul and Omaha road. 
The average of corn is comparatively 
small, however. The loss will not be 
very severe. 2 
Reports from Steele county, Minn., 
are to the effect that the frost last 
night destroyed the entire corn crop in 
that county. To-night it is clear and 
cold and will cause further damage. Ice 
formed a quarter of an inch thick. 
There was no damage to corn in the vi- 


cinity of Marshalltown, Ia., from the 


frost last night. At River Falls, Wis., 


~ the black frost killed the entire sorghum 


crop and other perishable crops, includ- 
ing the corn, which was ruimed. At 
Eau Claire, Wis., the frost was general 
throughout the county, totally destroy- 
ing the corn.

“FORCES OF A SUNBEAM.” 


Entertaining Lecture by Bishop 
Warren Last Night. 


Some Curious and Useful Information and 
Solid Scientific Facts, Interspersed 
With Munchausen-like Stories. 


Bishop Warren lectured last evening 


Methodist Church, his subject being 
‘‘The Forces of aSunbeam.’’ The open- 
ing prayer. was made by Rev. Mr. 
Bresee, the newly-appointed pastor of 
the church, who also introduced the 
lecturer, who needed no introductien to 
&@ majority of his hearers, most of whom 
having had an opportunity to hear his 
masterly discourses during Conference 
week, A short and imperfect synopsis 
of his address is, herewith given. 

The speaker opened his subject by 
saying that it used to be his business to 
teach natural science; now it is his pleas- 
ure and recreation. We are accustomed 
to think of the gentle influence of the 
sunbeam, but, though gentle, itis full of 
power. Speaking of a method to illus- 
trate the swiftness of the sunbeam in 
passing through space, he told the 
Munchausen story of the individual ina 
besieged city who jumped from the ram- 
parts onto a cannon-ball fired at the 
camp of the enemy. When half way 
across he concluded he would not have 
a pleasant time when he reached his 
destination, and leaped onto another 
cannon-ball, carrying him in the oppo- 
site direction, and which landed him 


safely at home. 
cannon-ball is as nothing to the speed 
of tae ray of light of the sunbeam. 
Americans are fond of boasting, and one 
of them in England once, speaking of — 
the speed of American railroad trains, 
said that the engineer of a passen- 
ger train, which was passing over a 
western road, saw a team ahead 
of him atout half a mile. The train 
struck the team, smashed it up, ran off 
the track and upset, and just then the 
sound of the whistl., blown to warn the 
driver of the team, caught up and was 
heard. After amusing the audience with 
anecdotes of this character, the speaker

ter and its satellites and their relations 
He followed with a 
statement showing the wonderful ac- 


curacy with which astronomers measure 


time. It is even possible to record one 
twenty thousandth: part of a second,and 
the time of an eclipse can be predicte 
to that degree. Light travels 186, 
miles per second, and the ray of light 


(of a sunbeam would go around the earth 


in the eighth part of a second. 
{A photograph is taken in 
the one  twenty-thousandth part 


of a second, and it isindeed almost im- . 
possible to conceive the velocity of a ray 
of light. Take apiece of brass and a 


| piece of wood and place them crosswise. 


Turn them around rapidly until they 
are indistinguishable—then let an elec- 
tric spark pass through the revolving 
piece and the brass will not appear to 
move for the instant, so much mors 
rapid is the movement of. the electric 
spark. We see the sun rise in the morn- 
ing; or rather we think we do, but it 
takes the light of the sun’s rays eight 
minutes to reach the earth, and no one. 
can be absolutely sure, when he sees 
the light of the sun, that that great lu- 
minary is actually in existence that min- 
ute. It takes three years for the light of 
the nearest star to reach the earth and 
seven years for thelight of the next 
nearest star. Glance at the polar star 
as you pass out this evening and then * 
reflect that the light you see left the 
planet fitty years ago. The light from 
other stars, visible at the present time, 
left ages ago, before the time of Adam, 
and yet light travels at the rate of 186,- 
000 miles per second. What an ideait 
gives us of infinite space, The speaker 
continued with illustrations of the ve- 
locity of light and enumerated the forces 
of the sunbeam. Light is nota single 
indivisible thing. It is made up of 
many elements.. Seven may be seen by 
dividing the ray by a prism, but these 
are but a small portion of the elements 
of the sunbeam. The sun rises in the 
morning and a cloud comes up and ob- 
secures it. Six of the elements of light 
cannot pass it, buc the seventh, that is 
the red, penetrates, and thus we say the 
sky is red. 


The Bible is full of poetry, and in 
these days of scientific knowledge itis 
found that the sacred book agrees with . 
scientific discoveries. Could there bea 
better statement of meteorology as at 
present understood than ‘‘all the rivers 
flow to the sea, yet the sea is not 
full. From the place whence 1t cometh 
thither it returneth.’ The forceof the 
sunbeam draws the water from the 
mighty Atlantic ocean and conveys it to 
the interior valleys of the country, 
making the mighty channels of com- 
merce and refreshing the thirsty earth. 
No wonder God rejoices in his work. 
In his ear flows one ceaseless stream of 
music. The speaker divided the forces 
of the sunbeam into three classes, show- 
ing and fully explaining each class. He 
spoke of the great difference in the 
force of the sunbeams, some of which 
will pass through a cake of ice without 
affecting it. Dr. Kane, the Arctic ex- 
plorer, called an old Indian to him, and 


a blister on his hand by means of the 
rays of sunshize drawn down by it. 
Coal was shown to be the product of 
sunbeams of past ages, and may fitly be 
termed condensed sunshine. 

As yet the world knows but the a, b, 
ce’s of science, but sometime we 
know the whole alphabet. The time 
will come when all that we see, and as 
it were in a vision, will be made plain 
and distinct. The speaker closed with 
an eloquent appeal to his hearers to 
studyand profit by the great forces a 
nature about us.

ing in itscities. It ig not Providence, 


Los Angeles, (Sept. 1 and Sept. 5,) 
have already been mentioned in these 
columns. The character and duration 
of the shocks have been stated as usual, 
but, as is well known, such statements 
are of necessity only of the most vague 
and approximate character. Indeed it 
may be set down as certain that the pre- 
cise character of the recent shocks 1s 
entirely unknown. 

At the- Magnetic Observatory the 
magnetograph has recorded—not the 
character nor the duration of the 
shocks—but it has recorded the times 
of their occurrrence. According to 
record on the photographic traces, 
the earthquake shock of Sept. 1 oc- 
curred at 31 minutes past 8 in the 
evening. | 

The shock of September Bth oc- 
curred at eighteen minutes past 4 in 
the morning. 

As already mentioned, the magnet- 
ograph affords no information as to 
the direction of these shocks or to their 
duration, or as to the nu e: sup- 
posing there were more than one at 
each of these dates. ' 

The officer in charge of the observ- 
atory reports that the shock on the 
evening of Sept. 1 was a double one— 
the first,a rather moderate shock, at 
8:31 p. m., and the second, a very 
light one, at 8:32. The first sppeared 
to last about 10 seconds. 

Will any reader of the TimEs whose 
eye meets this article be good enough 
to communicate to the TrmEs any facts 
he may have on these shocks? What 
we wish to know is, whether the di- 
rection Of these shocks is known to 
anybody.

Foundries and Machine Shops—Kast Side Pack- 
ing Company—voffee and Spice Mills— 


[SECOND PAPER. ] 


The City Foundry and Machine shop, |; 
located at 143, 145 and 147 South Main 
street, corner Second,M.S.Baker & Co., 
proprietors, is the largest establishment 
of the kind in Southern California. 
They employ from forty to fifty men and 
do a large amount of jobbing besides 
their regular manufacturing of gang 
plows andc ultivators, artesian and oil 
well tools. They have just put in a 
very heavy steam hammer for heavy 
and light forging, which will enable 
them to manufacture their gang plows 


and gang-plow irons at very much lower 
rates than heretofore. They are agents 
for the Atlas Engine Works, Indianapo- 
lis, Indiana, the Otis Bro.’s patent el- 
evator for passengers or freight, either 
by gas, steam, or hydraulic power. They 
put in the fine passenger elevator in the 
new Nadeau House. Mr. Baker, the 
principal manager of the business, has 
been long in the machinery busiress and 
gives especial attention to it and keeps 
some first-class machinery, which in- 
sures good work. As proot of this their 
businesss is constantly increasing. 

Messrs. Bath & Fosmir are the pro- 
prietors of the Farmer’s Foundry and 
Machine shop on Spring street, and re- 
port a steadily increasing business. 
They employ from fifteen to sixteen 
hands regularly and have had all they 
can do for the past three months in 
casting iron fronts for the new business 
blocks in this city. They have done all 
the work in this line for the Solomon, 
Adams, Ducommun, Kuhrtz, Bush and 
McLaughlin blocks, besides which they 
are preparing to make one hundred 
gang plows and are constantly manu- 
facturing windmill pumps. The firm 
commeuced business in April, 1882, and 
has inet with unanticipated success. 

The Pioneer Foundry of P. N. O’Don- 
ell on Aliso Avenue has been in opera- 
tion since 1869, with the exception of 
the two years 1880 and 1881, when Mr. 
O’Donell removed to Tucson, Arizona. 
He returned in 1882, reopened his 
foundry, and is now favored with as 
much work as he can handle. From 
six to ten hands are employed. — 

The Alameda Foundry was opened 
last May by P. Ballade. Three or four 
men are constantly employed and iron 
work done of every description. A 
large number of Bouvier patent pumps 
are manufactured. 


EAST SIDE PACKING COMPANY. 


As the season is not over yet at the 
cannery of the East-side Packing Com- 
pany, the figures for this year’s work 
are of course not available. The can- 
nery has been in operation since 1881. 
The main working building is 70 by 90 
feet, two stories high. - The tin shop is 
30 by 40 feet, and the warehouse (part 
of which is occupied by the office) is 50 
by 90 feet. 255,000° cans of fruit and 
vegetables were packed last season, com- 
prising apricots, pears, peaches, plums, 
a few nectarines, and a few vegetables. 
This year the amount packed, owing to 
the scarcity of fruit, will be below that 
of last year, but the quality will be su- 
perior. The outlook for the cannery, 
however, owing to the rapidly increas- 
ing fruit interestin Southern California, 


ienced packer, has charge of the works. 
During the season between one and two 
hundred employees, mostly women and 
boys, are kept busily at work. 

Messrs. Curson. & Wilson, at the be- 
ginning of the fruit. season, opened an 
extensive Alden Dryer on Main street, 
near Seventh. The scarcity of fruit this 
year has been an obstacle to complete 
success, but another year the establish- 
ment will be of the greatest benefit to 
fruit growers. Fruits dried by the Alden 
process have the world for their market, 

and any amount of apricots, peaches, | 
piums and apples can be disposed of 
when so preserved. The apparatus of 
the concern is all new, and in connec-

COFFEE AND SPICE MILLS. 


Messrs. George T. Hanly & Co., for- 
merly ot San Francisco, removed to this 
city in May, 1882, and opened a tea, 
coffee and spice mill on San Fernando 
street near the new depot. Their cof- 
fee-roasting capacity is 2,000 pounds per 
day, coffee and spice grinding capacity 
from 1,500 to 2,000 pounds per day. 
The average monthly production of 
coffee is fully 4,000 pounds per month,

The capacity of the works is 
about seven tons daily.

Interesting Historical Facts. 

10 the Editor of the Times—S1r: How 
did the names of the territories, Dakota, 
Montana, Wyoming, and Colorado (now 
a State) originate ? 

You and your readers may feel some 
surprise to learn that they were named 
by the humble writer of this letter ! 

And now for the facts: During the 
Spring of 1858 there was a bill before 
Congress for the admission of Minytsota 
into the Union as a State. Th¢ Terri- 


- tory of Minnesota had been organized 


March 3, 1849, and extended westward 
to the Missouri river. The bill before 
Congress to admit the State of Minne- 
sota divided the Territory by an east 
and west line—the southert half to be 
‘the State of Minnesota and the northern 
half to be erected into a new Territory. 
I was at that time a resident of Missis- 
sippi, and reading in the paper the pro- 


posed boundaries, I regarded the action 


of Congress in proposing a division by 
an east and west line as a blunder, for 


the reacon that the State of Minnesota, 
which was to be a Territory south of 


_ the line, would take in all the habitable 


country, leaving the northern half for a 
Territory which would not probably be- 
come a State in the lifetime of any man 
then living. 

Of course I was mistaken as to the 
probabilities, for from present prospects 
the northern portion is the better wheat 
region and is attracting much attention. 

I wrote tothe members of the Territori- 
al Committees of both houses of Congress 
urging that the bill be amended so as to 
divide the Territory by a nortk and 
south line, making Minnesota State all 
east of the line, and erecting the west. 
ern portion into a Territory as popula- 
tion sufficient flocked into the southern 
portion of the western division. 

To my surprise my suggestions were 
at once acted on and the bill was amend- 
ed, admitting Minnesota with its present 
boundaries. 

This is a scrap of true history. 
I _ obtained the names of the Terri- 
torial Committees of both houses of 
Congress from William H. McCardle, 
then editor ef the Vicksburg Whig, 
who, I think, is still living in Miss- 
issippi. 

Kansas and Nebraska had been or- 
ganized as territories in the spring of 
1854. They were named by Hon. 
Stephen A. Douglas, from rivers within 
their borders. While residing in Wash- 
ington City in 1852, I remember to 
have seen Mr. Douglas go to a map 
of the United: States, hanging from a 
wall, and mark out the prospective boun- 
daries of those territories. 

4 Some time subsequent, I cannot now 


‘remember when, I was looking in an 


old school atlas at the still unorganized, 
and of course unnamed, territory. I 
felt that the time was near at hand when 
it too would form states. And as a 
pastime I marked it with my pencil 
into four divisions, such as I. thought 
would make fair-sized states. I then 
thought I would name them. One I 
marked Dakota from its chief river. 
Another I marked Montana, as I had 
read in Lewis and Clark’s narrative that 
it comprised a wooded and mountain- 
ous region. Another I named Color- 
ado from a Rirge river heading with- 
in its limits: 


to give the fourth division. I want- 


ed some euphonious name connected 


with Indian history. The name of 
the beautiful valley in Pennsylvania 


came to mind, and in a moment I had | 


All this was a mere 
matter of.fancy. I took two old maps 
from school atlases, drew painted 
lines of the four new divisions, carefully 
printed in euch the names I had be- 
. I then, as a matter of curios- 
ity, sent one of these improvised maps 
to the Chairman of each Congressional | 
Territorial Committee, asking them to 
bring 1t before the members of. the com- 
mittees for inspection. I suppose that 
my letters with the maps accompanying 
were filed in the committee records and 
preserved for future reference. 

pFor, judge of my surprise when Col- 
orado was organized as a territory, Feb. 
. 28, 1861; Dakota, March 2, 1861; Mon- 
tana, May 24, 1864, and Wyoming, July 
. 25, 1868—each with the names I had 
given them, and with nearly the same 
boundary lines I had marked on that 
map. 

Now these facts have no special in- 
terest to most people, I know? But 
could they be established they would be 
interesting to many people who inhabit 
those territories. Some years since, 


written Wyoming. 


when Hon. Newton Booth was in the 


U. 8. Senate, I presented this history to 
him and asked him to lay it before the 


- delegates from the Territories mention- 


ed. I believe he did so. At his sugges- 
tion I publish these facts, as pussibly 
they may come under the notice of some 
members of those committees now liv- 
ing who may corroborate them. 
am aware that a mere personal state- 


‘ment without such corroboration, has no 


value in history. 

Many people have no doubt asked 
the question, How did Wyoming, for 
instance, get its name? 

And no one has been able to answer. 
Its ongin, when established, would cer- 
tainly interest the people of that Terri- 
tory, if no one else. But it is hardly 
likely that at this late date my state- 
ments will find the confirmation neces- 
sary to their full acceptance.

They would have reformed themselves 
into bands of guerrillas and robbers, 
taken to the mountains, and it would 
have cost millions in money and thous- 
ands of lives to conquer or extermin- 
ate them, besides being a blot%n the 
national escutcheon. The violation of 
General Crook’s terms of capitulation 
and the punishment of his captives for 
past offenses, in defiance of his prom- 
ise of immunity tothem, would cer- 
tainly provoke those still in the Sierra 
Madres to acts of war and cost many 
valuable lives of Americans and Mexi- 
cans who have gone out there as pros- 
pectors and operators in mines.

Monterey has been honored by the 
presence, at one time or another from 
1846 to 1856, of many officers who have 
since distinguished themselves. Halleck 
served a term of duty at the old Cali- 
fornia capital; so also did General W. 
T. Sherman and Phil. Kearny, who was 
killed at, Chantilly, and General Riley, 
Colonel Burton, who married a senorita 
of San Diego, died since the war; his 
widow is still living at San Janiul, San 
Diego county, and her pretty daughter, 
Nellie, is the wife of Miguel Pedroreno, 
who has cattle on a thousand hills. 
Sully, who marricd the prettiest girl at 
Monterey in those days, Senorita Ma- 
nuel Jimeno, an alliance which in- 
spired Bayard Taylor to write a very 
delightful poem, rose to the rank of 
Major-General in the Union army, and 
died a few years ago in Oregon. Among 
others were General Reynolds, a Cap- 
tain at Monterey, who died at Gettys 
burg; General Lyon, then a Captain, 
who was killed im Missouri; General 
Magruder, then Brevet-Colonel; Gen. 
eral Andrews, then a Lieutenant, who 
was on Canby’s staff at tlie taking of 
Mobile; General Stoneman, then Liecu- 
tenant, one of the mcst gallant of the 
Federal officers, now Governor of 
California; General Slemmer, then a 
Lieutenant, badly. wounded at Stone 
River ; General Mason, then a _ Lieu- 
tenant, now retired ; General Heintzle- 
man, then Brevet- ‘Major, who com- 
manded in Washington most of the 
time during the war; General Frank 
Patterson, then Lieutenant, who raised 
one of the first regiments in Philadel- 
phia, and afterwards committed sui- 


cide; General Armistead, thep Bre- 
vet-Major, who left Los Angeles 
with Albert © Sidney Juhn- 


son and who was killed at the battle of 
Gettysburg; General E. O. C. Ord,then 
Captain; Lieutenant Murray; Major 
Ringgold, who died at San Francisco 
some years ago. Then there was the 
never-to-be-forgotten Lieutenant Derby 
(“John Phceenix’’?) who was known as 
‘“‘Squibob” at Monterey: and Captain 
Kane, the “Squebol” of the ‘‘gang;” 
and Ed. Bingham, General Taylor’s 
orderly, who, it will be remembered, 

was shot in a fracas on board a Pana- 
ma steamer. In 1849, Phil Roach, for 
many years One of the proprietors of 
the Examiner and now Public Admin- 
istratur of the city and county of San 
Francisco, was Alcalde and brought 
around the-Horn with him two framed 
houses, which may now » seen at 
Monterey.
